Vera Cruz, April 30. Rear Admiral Mayo, 
commanding the United States ships at Tam- 
pico, reports to Rear Admiral Badger that 
Tampico last night was the scene of a fierce 
fight between the rebels, attacking the city, 
and the Federal forces, defending it. 

Rear Admiral Mayo says the rebels are tn- 
trenched at Arbol, ottside the city, that they 
have much artillery, and that more guns 
were expected today. 

From their position near the mouth of the 
Panuco river last night the rebel artillery- 
men opened fire on the Cuban steamer An- 
tilla, then lying in the river laaded with am- 
munition and equipment for Huerta’s troops.

It is understood that he 
will visit Monterey also to congratulate his 
forces there on the capture of the city. 

It is said that the rebel capita! will move 
to Torreon with the first chief, and that after 
the expected capture of Saltillo that salu- 
brious city will have the honor of being the 
capital.

I am sure that with the 
men's ald we shall be able to start promptly 
at 5 o'clock. It will demonstrate the feasi- 
bility and advisability of men and women 
codéperating and working together.” 
Mrs. Medill McCormick, ho will lead the 
Progressive women, predicts more than 1,000 
women wil respond to the call to march in 
the Progressive battalion. “The women 
have responded wonderfully,” Mrs. McCor- 
mick said.

SUE FOR STATE BANK CHARTER. 


Morgan Park Men Demand State Au- 
ditor Let $25,000 Institution Open 
in New Chicago Territory. 


Springfield, III., April 30.— [Special. ]—Man- 
damus proceedings yesterday were filed by 
Edward L. Schweder, Aaron M. Bermond, 
John W. Utesch, W. Colin, and George E. 
Strachan to force State Auditor Brady to 
issue a certificate permitting the Bermond 
State bank of Morgan Park to open for busi- 
ness. The auditor refused to issue the cer- 
tificate because, since the preliminary per- 
mit was obtained Morgan Park has voted to 
annex to Chicago. As a Morgan Park bank 
the institution was capitalized for $25,000, 
but under the banking laws a Chicago bank 
must have not less than $200,000 capital. An- 
ticipating the annexation of the village to 
Chicago, charters were applied for for eight 
banks in the last few months.

Washington. D. G. April 80.—That the 
net income and operating revenues of east- 
raflroads are “smaller than is con- 
sistent with their assured prosperity and the 
welfare of the community“ was announced 
es a conclusion late today by Louis D. 
Brandeis of Boston, counsel for the inter- 
gtate commerce commission in the 5 per 
cent advance rate case. 

He maintained, however, that to make a 
horizontal advance in all freight rates as 
proposed by the railroads is illegal and 
beyond the powers of the commission. 

Mr. Brandeis said steps should be taken 
gs soon as possible to Increase the carriers’ 


revenues. and suggested that testimony given 
at the commission's hearings had shown how 
that might be done without advancing rates. 

He referred to the elimination of special 
gliowances to shippers, free car spotting, 
and other free services now performed by the 
roads. 

Argues Against Increase. 

William A. Glasgow, Jr. of Philadelphia, 

gounsel for cement and coke producers, de- 
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clared that such an advance of freight rates 
as proposed is a matter of public policy 
and can be dealt with only by the congress: 
and that the commission has no power to 
authorize or sanction a horizontal advance, 
its authority being limited to the determi- 
nation of the reasonableness of particular 
rates after hearing all the facts. 

He urged that the-reasonableness of par- 
ticular rates cannot be determined mere- 
ly by a showing that the roads needed more 
reven te.

Insane Paper Manufacturer 
Brought Back in Eventful 
Journey from Wilds. 


WRECKS HIS CAR HERE. 


Police Called to Take Athletic 
Lunatic to Judge Owens’ Court 
for Second Hearing. 


Harvey A. Dwight, whose status in Cook 
county for more than a year has been gone 
but not forgotten,“ made himself at home 
last night in the detention hospital, spent an 
hour at vigorous exercise, as is his habit— 
mania, some call it—and peacefully dropped 
off to sleep. 

In all likelihood he will be started for the 
Chicago State hospital at Dunning when he 
awakes today and the career at large of one 
of the state's most picturesque and troubie- 
sothe lunatics will have reached its con- 
clusion. 

The story of how Mr. Dwight came to re- 
turn to the jurisdiction of County Judge 
Owens will explain, among other things, why 
the Pullman car Fribo will have to be 
repaired before it is fit to take the road 
again; why Policeman Fred Jarvis of the 
South Clark street station has his right hand 
in a sling; why two travel-stained men who 
went to bed at the Planters hotel at the ab-

Begins in Court Here. 
That story started in Judge Owens’ court 
March 31, 1918. Harvey A. Dwight, secre- 
tary of the Dwight Brothers’ Paper company 
was adjudged insane after his wife, Mrs. 
Grace D. Dwight, gave testimony. 

The wife was appointed guardian, but 
Judge Owens gave Dwight into the cus- 
tody of hie brothers, associates in the com- 
pany—A. H. Dwight, W. E. Dwight, Oliver F. 
Dwight, and Dr. C. G. Dwight. It was stip- 
ulated the insane man should be kept in 
Cook county and should be produced In court 
on call. 

A few hours later Dwight was on his way 
to Milwaukee. .Afterward he went to Madi- 
son, Wis., where Dr. C. G. Dwight lfves.

When Oliver Dwight arrived Friday morn- 
ing his brother was being held subject to the 
order of County Judge Brown of Mobile. 
Mrs. Dwight reached Mobile in time to at- 
tend the hearing on Saturday. 

In court she accused her husband's broth- 
ers of trying to keep his property from her, 
and asserted that as soon as they had estab- 
lished his legal status in Wisconsin as a 
sane man they had possessed themselves of 
his fifteen shares in the paper company, 
valued at $30,000. Judge Brown directed that 
Dwight be given into the custody of his wife. 


Oliver Dwight Cited, 

Oliver Dwight with an order from another 
court managed to get the sheriff and police 
in conflict and himself cited for contempt 
and locked up, but he didn't get his brother.

SINCLAIR GOES TO JAIL. 


Leader of Rebroach Campaign” 


Starts Hunger . Strike; 
Women Released. 


New York, April 30.—-A dernonstration was 
held in front of the West Fifty-fourth street 
residence of John D. Rockefeller and John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. tonight by men who claimed 
te represent the Anti-military league of New 
York. They walked back and forth carry- 
ing placards bearing an inscription: 

“Thou shalt not kill, either in Mexico or 
tp Colorado. 1 If you want to fight join the 
cause of labor against capitalism and help 
us and the Colorado mine workers who are 
being ruthlessly slaughtered.” 

A citizen called upon the police to dis- 

the men. Two who refused to move 
were arrested on a charge of disorderly con- 
guet, but were discharged later in night 
court. They disclaimed any connection with 
ginclair or the Industrial Workers of the 
World. 

While the demonstration was going on in 
front of his city résidence tonight Mr. Rocke- 
toller Jr. was ill with a cold at his country 
home at Pocantico Hills, Westchester county. 


I. W. W. Leaders Harangue Crowd.

If he failed to accept arbi- 
tration with the government, she cried to a 
throng of several thousand persons, he 
would be forced to arbitrate with the work- 
ing people.

Tell of Hecla Mine Attack. 

“They viciously attacked the Hecla mine n 
Bouler county, kined one and wounded three 
men, and drove all emplboyés and their fam- 
Illes to cover for many hours. 

“They attacked the Forbes mine in Las 
Animas county with a force of 400 armed 
men, killed seven miners, including four 
Japanese, and burned everything in sight,

“In the prosecution of their campaign of 
extermination the foregoing are some of the 
things these men have done Guring the last 
few days with the tacit consent, active co- 
operation, and under the personal direction 
and control of officers and paid agents of the 
United Mine Workers of America. 


“Ten Thousand Men Satisfied.” 

“ As stated before, the coal mine operators 
of this state now have in their employ about 
10,000 men, who are satisfied with the con- 
ditions of their employment. We promised 
these men protection from persona! violence 
when the strike was called, and they have 
stood loyally by their employers, under most 
trying circumstances, disregarding the dan- 
gers and privations incident te the recent 
armed attacks of strikers upon them and 
their homes. With these men we will al- 
ways treat concerning matters affecting their 
welfare. 

“ But we cannot enter into negotiations of 
any character with the officers and agents 
of the United Mine Workers of America, 
who alone ere responsible for the terrible 
reign of disorder an bloodshed which has 
disgraced this state. Instead of it being our 
duty to do so, we conceive it rather the duty 
of the officials of the United Mine Workers 
of America, who called the strike, now to 
call it off. 

They can do so if they see fit, and by so 


Going they will within an hour, in a great 


measure, restore industrial peaee and pros 
perity to this state. 

“In no event will the American people, 
when fully advised, permit twelve or fifteen 
hundred armed strikers to continue their un- 
lawful efforts to prevent 10,000 law abiding 
and industrial men from working for whom, 
when, and upon such terms as they see fit.“ 


Federal Troops on Ground. 

With federal troops on the ground, condi- 
tions were quiet today in the Colorado strike 
zone. State troops are being relieved as 
rapidly as the regulars are sent to points 
where disturbances have taken place. The 
strikers are said to be dispersing. 

The federal soldiers now are patrolling the 
Fremont county district. Regular troops 
under Capt. Parker superseded the militia- 
men at Walsenburg tonight. The regulars 
will occupy the Ludlow district tomorrow. 
The national guardsmen from both Wal- 
senburg and Ludlow are expected to reach 
Denver by tomorrow night. 


No Arms Surrendered Yet. 

Thus far the strikers have surrendered 
no arms, either to the militia or the federal 
troops. Leaders are engaged tonight in 
going about among the hills of southern 
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| turn to r homes, Dat. Resetting to Soka 
Lawson, international board member of the 


United Mine Workers of America, they have 


not been told to give up their weapons. 

“Moen in all walks of life fought with the 
miners in this confiict,”” Mr. Lawson said to- 
night. But they will not oppose the federal 
troops. They would not have opposed the 
militia had it not been for the gunmen affil- 
fated with them. Now they are returning to 

their homes—those who have any left. The 
tent colonies at Ludlow and Forbes will be 
rebuilt.

Federal Troops at Trinidad. 

Trinidad, Colo., April 80,—Strikers and 
guards who have battled in southern Colo- 
rado intermittently for ten days laid aside 
their rifies tonight and slept in their camps 
or beside the blackened ruins of mine build- 
ings. Women and children who had trem- 
bled and prayed as rifles cracked and ma- 
chine guns spat felt safe to seek their beds. 

It was because a big, pleasant, gray mus- 
tached man had brought 800 regulars to 
Trinidad early today and announced that he 
was here to restore peace. The man was 
Maj. W. W. Holbrook, in command of the 
Second squadron, Fifth United States cay- 
alry. 

“We are not here to take sides between 
the strikers and their former employers,” 
the major explained after a tollsome day of 
making camp and conferring with leaders of 
both sides of the labor controversy. “ We 
are here to restore order. I have been as- 
sured of codperation the warring fac- 
tions and I am confiden ur ultimate suc- 
cess.” 

Regulars Arrest Militiamen. 

Waleenburg, Colo., April 30.—United States 
regulars under Capt. G. Smith, commanding 
Troop G. Fifth United States cavalry, tonight 
arrested six militiamen, a complaint having 
been made that a saloon at the head of Sev- 
enth street, near the Walsen mine, had been 
looted. The prisoners, all privates, were 
turned over to the militia officers. 


Urge General Miners’ Strike. 

Peoria, III., April 90.--The Illinois district 
convention of the United Mine Workers of 
America this afternoon almost unanimously 
passed a resolution asking the international 
organization to request the American Fed- 
eration of Labor to call a general strike 
throughout the United States in protest 
against the Colorado labor troubles. The 
convention appropriated $50,000 and sent it 
to the Colorado strikers tonight. 


Rockford Aid for Strikers. 

Rockford, II., April 30.—[Special.}—The 
police department will prevent the carrying 
of red flags in the I. W. W. parade tomorrow 
tm celebration of International Labor day.

PREPARE. 

Tun Tamm on Wednesday urged the 
president to mobilize the national guard 
under the new volunteer act in order that 
in ease peace measures fail we may not 
be compelled to send. wholly unseasoned 
men into the field. 

Our neighbor, the Inter Ocean, now 
calls timely attention to the following par- 
agraph from the Hague convention of 
1809: 

The acceptance of mediation cannot, 
unless there be an agreement to the 
contrary, have the effect of interrupting, 
delaying or hindering mobilization or 
other measures of preparation for war. 
If mediation occurs after the commence- 
ment of hostilities, it causes no inter- 
ruption to the military operations in 
progress, unless there be an agreement 
to the contrary. 

The Washington dispatches report that 
the war department is proceeding with 
preparations for action, and we trust this 
is the fact. But what can this activity 
amount to’? Congress has appropriated 
no money, and the president has declared 
he needs none. This is not encouraging. 
It does not mean thorough preparation. 
No doubt there is much to be done of an 
administrative nature. There is the study 
of efficiency records to lay the basis for 
appointment on efficiency lines of officers 
to the volunteers, in case volunteers are 
called. There are transport arrangements 
to be settled. There are concentration 


ties. There are stores to be contracted 
for. 

But this is only the beginning of a be- 
ginning. How about a provision of am- 
munition? It is known we are shamefully 
short. It is known, by military men at 
least, that there are no considerable stores 
of ammunition in existence. It must be 
made, and it will not be made without 
contracts. How about horses for cavalry 
and horse artilléry? They must be found. 


| They must be trained. This takes time 


and money. 

But most important of all is the Sa- 
soning of the men from civil life, npon 
whom we must rely, thanks to our false 
economy, to make up the bulk of an 
army of intervention. 

We have the right to continue prep- 
aration during mediation. The presi- 
dent and congress will be criminally neg- 
lectful if they fail to prepare energet- 
ically and thoroughly. They have no 
right to gamble with the lives of the men 
we must ask to fight for us.

CAUSES OF INSANITY. 
HE president of the New York com- 
mission on lunacy says that one out 


state is mentally defective and one 
out of every 279 is insane. These 
figures include only those forms of mental 
disturbance which wholly incapacitate. It 
does not include neurasthenics and hyster- 
ics-groups in which the individuals use 
their minds fairly well but do not get full 
efficiency from them. 
or. Ferris says that in twenty years in- 
sanity increased over 100 per cent, while 
the population increased less than 50 per 
cent, but there was nothing in that at which 
to be alarmed, The jails and poorhouses 
were being emptied of their insane. Insane 
hospitals are more attractive than twenty 
years ago and the average duration of life 
has so increased that a larger percentage 
of the people live.to reach the insanity age.

Dr. Ferris gives some interesting figures 
on the percentages of the different causes 
of preventable insanity. Alcohol was the 
determining cause in nearly a third—28.¥ 
per cent.

J. J. J. writes: A young man has heart 
trouble, caused through overexertion be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 18. Heisat present 
20 years of age. Is there any remedy to 
overcome this trouble? Is a long, quiet rest 
advisable? Is there any course of diet ad- 


visable? Can a person, while still growing at 


the age of 20, strengthen his heart through 
normal growth?” 


REPLY. 

I assume that-you have a leaking heart valve 
and that your heart muscle is not equal to the 
extra strain. The — method of treating such 
a case is as follow / 

It the heart is beating rapidly and irregularly, 
the patient is put to bed until the pulse slews down 
and becomes regular. The general muscular sys- 
tem is kept in tone by massage. As soon as the 
heart has steadied, as shown by the pulse, the pa- 
tient leaves his bed and begins a series of general 
muscle exercises. These are gradually increased 
under direction. These exercises are for the pur~ 
pose of giving tone te the muscies, including the 
heart muscle.

He never wrote a 
bar for “ effect ’’; he never passed a phrase 
that did not express the precise shade of 
feeling he meant to express. tie would not 
dilute hig music. He staked his fame on the 
nobility of his thought; if the thought was 
not fine he knew his music could not be 
fine, for he had no art beyond that of stick- 
ing to truth. Fake was a thing he never 
dreamed of; he wanted to tear up his “Ade- 
lalde because he thought ft did not express 
thoroughly the feeling of the words (and 
such words!). I have compared him with 
Shakspeare, but, of course, we hear his sym- 
phonies and sonatas oftener than we are per- 
mitted to see Shakspeare’s plays. But until 
a few years ago the plays were given as fre- 
quently as the symphonies are given now; 
and there are not wanting symptoms that 
Beethoven's great time is approaching—the 
time, that is, when he will be more written 
about than listened to; more held up as an 
example than followed as an exemplar. When 
an Immortal reaches that stage he may be 
regarded as having come into his own. 
Shakspeare has long been there; Beethoven 
will not be long in following.

There- 
fore, how necessary it is just at the present 
time to cultivate a symmetrical and perfect 
arm. 

Wé see so many women and gtrle whose arms 
are thin, rough, or red, and then, again, we see 
many whose arms are too stout and bulky. It 
ioe an easy matter to have them just as you 
want them. To be sure, it requires exercise in 
many cases, and baths and beautifiers in other 
cases.

The arms and hands are susceptible of a de- 
gree of beauty of which we all are examples.

Then you must read this letter from a little 
worker who has never been to a big city jn her 
whole life: 

“I am 18 years old. I've lived on a farm all 
my life, and that's why I am a home worker. 
I want to earn enough money to go to the city 
to school when I am through ninth grade. 
That's as far as we have school here. I am 
earning money now. I'll tell you all about it. 

“A little while ago one of mamma's friends 
in Chicago sent us a TRIBUNE and I read all 
about the women who are earning money at 
home. I had never thought of earning money. 
There didn't seem any way unless you got paid 
for helping your mother, and I don't think it's 
right to take pay for that. I thought there 
wasn't a way, but I know lots of ways now. Ill 
tell you one of them that I thought of all by 
my self. 

“The flowers are so pretty in the woods, and 
when I picked some one day I thought about 
the city folks that haven't any spring wild 
flowers. I picked lots of taem and when I got 
home I told mamma I'd like to send them to 
the city and sel] them. She and I had read 
all about the Home Workers’ Market Place in 
the paper the night before, and she said all 
right, that I could send them if I wanted to, 
but that she couldn't afford te give me any 
money to advertise them, and ghe was afraid 
that I couldn’t advertise without money. 

“TI didn’t know what to do until I remem- 
bered that I had some money in my bank. I 
broke the bank open, tied the flowers up, and 
sent them in to the Home Workers’ Market 
Place, and I advertised in Tus Tann It 
didn’t cost me anything to pick the flowers. 
The postage wasn’t much, and the advertise- 


ment cost only $1.10. I made $2.60 from sell- 
ing the flowers. That paid for another adver- 
tisement. There are always things growing in 
the woods that city folks would like. Ana when 
it gets summer mamma says she'll sell some 
fresh vegetables and let me help her get them 
ready. If I work hard I know Tl be able to 
save lots of money.” 

Even a little girl can earn money in the 
country. Surely you can, too. There are many, 
other things that one can do to earn money 
just as well in the country as in the city, as 
the numberless successful country home work- 
ers will testify. The only hard part about 
working in the country is finding a market for 
your work. There are fewer purchasers within 
a reachable distance there than there are in @ 
city. It was hard to dispose of work before 
there was a Home Workers’ Market Place, but 
now that the Market Place is ready to serve 
you there is no reason why you shouldn't have 
an equal chance with the city woman for suc- 
cess in your home work.

CREDIT TO CARBURETOR. 


Entries for 500 Mile Race at 
Indianapolis to Close 
Tonight.

What certainly is a local record and what 
may be a national record for gasoline con- 
sumption for six cylinder stock cars was 
made yesterday by a Chandler, handled by 
W. C. Gruner, a representative of Thomas 
J. Hay, local distributor for the Chandler 
and Hupmobile Motor Car companies. In an 
official test superintended by F. E. Edwards, 
chairman of the technical committee of the 
Chicago Automobile club, who had as an as- 
Sistant Darwin S. Hatch, technical editor 
of a local trade journal, the car made 244 
miles on a gallon of gasoline. 

The test was made jointly by the Chandler 
company and the Findeisen and Kropf Manu- 
facturing company of Chicago, makers of the 
Rayfield carbureter. To the carbureter 
with which the car was_equipped for the 
occasion a fair share of the credit for the 
record was attributed by Mr. Hay last night. 
in the test was combined three features. 
These were fuel economy, acceleration of 
speed in the third gear mounting the Hub- 
bard Woods hill, and acceleration from a 
standing start up the same incline. 


Quick Pickup in Speed. 
From a speed of eight miles an hour at the 
foot of the hill the car attained a twenty 


mile an hour galt at the summit in high gear. 
& standing start the same speed 
reached at the summit by shifting.

Coulon Sees Hard Battle. 

The little general of the bantamweights 
was stern and inclined to coldness when he 
spoke of the mission that is taking him to 
the coast. He announced that the watchful 
waiting stuff was off, and there was a gleam 
in his lamps that meant the Williams fort- 
ress is in for a fearful shattering. 

“ There'll be a real battle this time,” said 
Coulon. There isn't a chance for any A. 
B. C. or X. T. Z., or any other sort of media- 
tion. This Williams guy has been insulting the 
champion’s flag long enough. and now he's got to 
light. When this war is over Denmark will know 
that the United States knows how to battle.” 

After his arrival at Los Angeles Coulon intends 
to go up to the untains at Wheeler Springs. He 
will spend three weeks there and then return to 
Los Angeles to finish his training at Doyle's gym- 
nasium, the resort used by Willie Ritchie, Ad 
Wolgast, and other ring stars.

Coulon returned to the city yesterday from 
Detroit, where he just closed a week's theatrical 
engagement which proved a huge success finan- 
cially.

Holds Law Prevents Success. 

The bill argues that the corporation must 
continue to fail because the single tax theory 
can never be successfully tried out in any | 
jurisdiction whose laws deny the essentials 
of that theory. 

The bill prays that the corporation be dis- 
solved; that the tenants be permitted to pur- 
chase in accordance with the said provisions 
of their leases and that the remainder of the 
property of the company be distributed 
among its members. 


Interesting Litigation Promised. 

The bill promises some interesting litiga- 
tion because it is evident that the court must 
deal with a status wherein an organization 
is claiming the right to exist asa corporation 
under the law of the state for the purpose of 
demofistrating by practice or experiment 
that the state’s laws and policies are wrong.
